This declaration 
stated that the YSA recognizes the Socialist Workers 
Party (SWP) as the only existing political party capable 
of providing the working class with political leadership 
on class struggle principles and that the supporters of 
the YS have come into basic political solidarity with the 
SWP on the principles of revolutionary Socialism. 

A confidential source advised on May 11, i960, 
that the original YSA was an organization formed during 
October, 1957# in New York City, by youth of various 
left Socialist tendencies, particularly members and 
followers of the SWP. The leaders of this group were 
the guiding forces in the establishment of the national 
organization. 

The source further advised that the YSA is 
dominated and controlled in Its leadership and ranks by 
members of the SWP, The source added that the SWP 
considers the YSA as the leading force in the radical 
youth field and its current and future hope In regard 
to recruits and the promulgation of the SWP movement 
throughout the United States.

1 ast week, in front of the White House where we were picketting and dis- 
tributing literature exposing Jewish treason, a Jew spit on my hands and then 
right in my face, -trying to provoke a fight which would put us out of business.

But the pressure from the rich and 
powerful Jews on the top officials is terrific, and we daily face prison as the 
Jews seek to shut us up by ANY means, the fouler the better. Only the quiet, 
silent courage of American officials, who are learning fa st the tyranny of the 
Jews, keeps us out of their filthy clutches.

"explosion" twice as wonderful for us and fearful for them as If they had re* 
ported our activities honestly. They are hoping that we will soon bo 1 frdmed** 
so that the press "explosion" can be super -smearing, but we are scrupulous* 
ly careful to obey all laws and regulations, and know how to handle ourselvei 
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National Soclaiiwta of the yvorld, fight united! . Soclall.t^njrtimviL^uf 
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in court, as we-Jiave f r ed again and again. Even their grosi ovocations, such as 
slitting in our faces, * e not succeeded in getting our discipl ^ed troopers to commit 
a single act which they can use as an excuse to hustle us into Ct*e silence of prison. 

The Jews know they can't bottle us up forever with a phoney press black-out. 
Sooner or later, we will battle our way to such obvious public recognition that the con- 
tinued black-out will be too much exposure of the Jew power over the press, which we 
have been preaching. But they are desperately hoping and trying for some way to make 
the inevitable national headlines derogatory, --to have us SHUT UP and UNDER 
CHARGES when they are forced to reveal our dramatic activites at last. They know 
that when they "let us out" into the "national pastures", --we will literally sweep 
the field, gain thousands of tough, dedicated young men who have never heard of us but 
are eagerly searching for a way to FIGHT, -they know we will be un-stoppable with the 
national publicity they cannot deny us much longer.

So, on the Fourth of July, we will smash this filthy paper -curtain add burst out 
into the open. There is nothing they can do about it, except naked terror and violence, 
and we. are ready, trained and even eager for that, once they start it illegally. 

On the Fourth of July, we will "invade" the headquarters of international Jew 
treason, NEW YORK CITY, and we will stand in UNION SQUARE, -the stronghold of 
stronghold of Jew Communism, and DECIARE AMERICAN 1NDEPENDANCE OF

He urged them to 
consider the formation of joint committee with broad, basis 
which would first defend . the rights of the Nazis to hold 
their rally and then to go down in great numbers, say 200 
to their 100 and take over their meeting with force and 
violence if necessary and turn it into an anti-facist rally. 
He stressed the necessity of h Marxist youth group to always 
be on the alert for -any fascist movement and this was an 
opportunity to meet the onslaught head on and come to grips 
with real flesh and blood fascists. It was voted to let 
the exec consider the next move after the SWP had made its 
decision on a course of action.

UNMAN (Believed to be MILT ROSEN) "Comrades, 
we have one main point on the agenda tonight and that is 
a report on the recent convention of the Negro American 
Labor Council in Detroit some 10 days ago. Before we get 
to this, however, I have a couple brief announcements. 

As most of you know. Comrade GENE DENNIS, the 
National Chairman of our party, is in the hospital at 5th 
Avenue and 100th Street and has already undergone an operation 
for lung cancer. There is a great hope for his recovery and 
he* 11 be glad to receive your cards and best wishes. 

One other point - a rather alarming thing. 

On July 4th the American Nazi Party has filed for a permit 
to have a rally in Union Square. ..that* s on July 4th. We 
have learned that tills permit was granted several days 
ago by the Department of Parks. Now, this is a complete 
disgrace and I think that every labor union and labor leader 
in this city should protest this act. Protests must be made 
to the Park Department to stop this meeting on the 4th. 

I also want to announce that this Friday evening 
at Central Plaza Annex at 7:30 pm, CLARENCE HATHAWAY is 
going to give an analysis of the current primary elections 
in relation to the forthcoming National Elections. This is 
an important meeting and I hope you can all attend. 

"As you all know, ten days ago in Detroit the 
founding convention of the NALC was held. The development 
of this organization has been one of the prime concentration 
efforts of the Industrial Division for the past several months. 
In New York some 200 Negro trade unionists went to Detroit 
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for the convention. Prom Buffalo about 75 went. Now that 
means that .275 Negro unionists attended from New York 
State, Prom our party here in New York about 20 comrades 
participated and worked in the convention. There were 
also some comrades from the up-State area. Tonight we 
are going to hear a re port on the* NAT£ from one of our 
comrades who attended, 1 I " 

I | "Comrades, this will be a short 

report and by way or background, we must remember that the 
formation of the NALC was an outgrowth of a desire to have 
a Negro leadership organization primarily for the Negro 
trade union worker. As a result this convetnion was held 
and was significant in all respects. Por one thing, all 
the delegates paid their own way. Por another, valuable 
contacts were made. When we arrived in Detroit there was 
some confusion as nothing had been organized too well — 
not as well as we could do it. Nevertheless, on the 
ing the convention started as scheduled with Brothe 
making the keynote address. We then went into the 
tion of the NALC a very lengthy document of some 30 pages, 
but worthy of study. Immediately one point came up; the 
provision in the constitution called the anti-communist 
provision or clause. A number of delegates spoke on this 
article and the decision was made not to send it into 
committee until the following day. At this point the 
convention (having lasted from 11:00am to 2:30pm) was 
discontinued until the following day. 

The recess early the first day actually served 
to allow the setting up of committees. For example th e 
Freedom Committee was set up headed by | | of 

New York. There was also set up a Political Action 
Committee, but we couldn*t find out if it ever functioned. 
There was also set up a Grievance Committee since all 
grievances could rot be brought up on the floor of the 
convention. In all ten organizations took advantage of 
this to place grievances before the committee. Some of 

them were: ILA, Clerks Postal Alliance, Fireman 1 s 

Association of Baltimore (ph) and others.

The New York City Police Department advised on

AMERICAN NAZI PARTY 


A source advised on February 27, 1959> that GEORGE 
LINCOLN ROCKWELL of Arlington, Virginia, held an organizational 
meeting of the World Union of Free Enterprise National Socialists 
(WUFENS) at his residence on February 26, 1959* Six persons 
were present and they, according to the source, comprised the 
beginning of an officer corps of the organization. ROCKWELL 
told those present that the WUFENS would bean s international ^ 
movement, but that the section of the organization in the United 
States would be known as the American Party of the WUFENS. 
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The source advised on May 4, I960, that ROCKWELL 
was referring to his organization as the American Nazi Party 
and that stationery carried the letterhead as the American Nazi 
Party of the WUFENS. 

ROCKWELL on March 26, 1959, furnished Special Agents 
of the FBI a copy of the program of the WUFENS, stating that 
he expects to become president of the United States through the 
organization* s platform. The main tenets of the WUFENS, as 
reflected in the program, call for the migration of Negroes 
to Africa and the trial and execution of all Jews guilty of 
communist and Zionist treason. 

The source advised in May, I960, that the headquarters 
of the group is located at 926 North Randolph Street, Arlington, 
Virginia, and that the main activity of the organization since 
its inception has been the distribution of anti- Jewish material 
and open-air talks in the spring of I960 on the Mall in Washington, 
D. C. 


For the information of all offices, JAMES K. WARNER 
is the National Secretary of the American Nazi Party. When 
reportingnail received by WARNER, his last name only will be 
set forth. Same is also true for reporting mail received by 
ROCKWELL. As previously stated, the American Nazi Party has 
headquarters at 92S North Randolph Street, Arlington, Virginia, 
and utilizes Box 13#1> Arlington, Virginia, as their mailing 
address. ROCKWELL previously has resided at 6512 Williamsburg 
Boulevard, Arlington, Virginia, and other places in the Virginia 
area adjacent to Washington, D. C.
